This  idea,  of  Christianizing  Christians,  is 
Mr.  Theodore  Bourne’s,  and  it  is  a  thorough- 
hr  good  one.  Or  rather,  the  idea  is  his,  only 
the  phrase  is  mine;  and  though  phrases  are 
great  force,  as  was  demonstrated  lately  in 
the  case  of  Dr.  Burchard,  strong  phrases 
are  nothing  without  strong  ideas  behind 
them. 

Mr.  Theodore  Bourne  here  calls  upon 
Christians  to  be  worthier  of  their  great  pro¬ 
fession  ;  to  bring  down  the  infinite  pitv  and 
tenderness  and  love  of  justice  of  their  Great 
Master  to  the  familiar  level  of  passing 
events  and  characters,  and  so  as  to  form 
more  directly  and  potentially,  the  daily 
beauty  of  upright  lives.  1 

More  faith  in  the  elemental  worth  of 
men.  as  well  as  great  faith  in  God.  is  what 
Mr.  Bourne,  in  effect,  strenously  calls  for 
from  Christians,  lor  greater  faith  in  men 
means  greater  pity  and  tenderness  towards 
and  more  earnest  efforts  to  serve  them. 

The  clergy  especially  deal  too  much 
musty  phrases,  that  rather  conceal  than  con¬ 
vey  thought;  phrases  good  when  first 
originated,  but  of  little  force  or  effect  now 
that  they  are  worn  out  with  over-use. 
Fresh  feeliiTgs  call  for  fresh  phrases,  and 
Mr.  Bourne  here  gives  them  with  the  full¬ 
est  power  and  emphasis. 

There  is  also  something  incongruous,  he 
seems/to  think,  and. I  entirely  agree  with  him, 
in  a  clergyman  being  politically  and  socially 
improgressive.  The  highest  conception  of 
Christianity  is  of  a  constant  advance 
good.  Christ  drove  the  money-changers  out. 
of  the  temple;  a  novelty  in  procedure,  and 
an  advance  upon  the  past;  his  later  disci¬ 
ples  give  them  tho  highest  place  in  it,  and 
are  even  glad  tif  drive  profitable  bargains 
with  them. 

No  lovers  sigh  more  ardently  for  the 
love  of  their  ladies  fair  than  do  onr  current 
clergymen  for  richer  congregations.  They 
are  all  open  to  higher  calls,  but  the  call  that 
most  seems  to  them  like  a  call  from  heaven 
is  a  call  to  preside  over  a  more  affluent  con¬ 
gregation.  This  seems  to  have  a  music  for 
their  ears  more  entrancing  than  austerer 
calls  to  severer  duties.  Generally  pure  in 
their  lives,  (thank  heaven!  the  intelligence 
and  real  piety  of  our  country  wifi  not  toler
